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Preface 


This list of Judaica presents a selection of popular and 
worth-while books of interest to Jewish readers. ‘“I‘he books were 
selected for their permanent literary value. ‘The Bible, Prayer 
Books, Commentaries, Incunabula, and reference books were 
omitted because their primary appeal is to the scholar or research 
student. 

Books were included when the subject matter was Jewish 
or when there was some strong association with Jewish life, cus- 
toms or manners. Some Jewish authors, whose writings are not 
distinctively Jewish, were included because they are outstanding 
authorities in various fields of endeavor. 

It was necessary to omit many books, either because they 
were too well known, or else were not easily available. Where 
the Library has a number of books by a single author, for example 
Israel Zangwill, only one or two books were listed. Many books, 
especially adult non-fiction, were omitted because of the limita- 
tion in size of any selective reading list.

This is a story of orthodox Jewish life and its persecutions, dominated 
throughout by a mystic figure and a deep spiritual note — tragic, pathetic, 
but never futile. The book suggests the theme so dramatically done by 
Emma Lazarus in “The Dance to Death.”

Sholom Asch is one of the Yiddish writers who understands the psy- 
chology of the Jewish soul. ‘The story aims to delineate the spirit of 
Universal Motherhood.

Ashton, Mary Grace. Race. New York. Stokes. 1928. 

A first novel by an eighteen-year-old English girl, dealing with the 
intermarriage of Jew and Catholic. A romantic plot, developed with keen 
characterization and an amazing knowledge of both Jewish and Catholic 
traditions. 

Bacheller, Irving. Dawn: a Lost Romance of the Time of 
Christ. New York. Macmillan. 1927. 

This is a story of the Greek girl to whom Jesus said, ‘“‘Neither do I 
condemn thee; go and sin no more.” Mr. Bacheller tells first of her 
- passion for a young Jew, and then of her misfortunes, which led to her

meeting with those who knew Jesus. ‘The narrative is simply but reverent- 
ly told, and the historical and Biblical background is authoritative and 
picturesque. 


Begbie, Harold. Julius. New York. Doran. 1927. 

The dramatic story of an intelligent young Jew, of his family and 
friends, and his efforts to make a place for himself in the Mpmplicated 
structure of modern English — society. 


Bettauer, Hugo. The City ‘without Jews. A novel of our 
time. ‘Translated from the German by Salomea Neumark 
Brainin. New York. Bloch. 1927. 


The plot involves a brilliant young Jewish artist and an aristocratic 
Austrian nobleman in a day in the future when the authorities of a cosmo- 
politan city issue an edict that all Jews must leave within a certain period. 
Written in a journalistic style on an ever controversial subject, this book 
was responsible for the assassination of the author. 


Blumenfeld, Josephine. Shrimps for Tea. New York. 
Doubleday. 1930. | 


Twenty short exceptional and charming stories which show a great 
depth of feeling and an uncanny knowledge of human nature. Replete 
with humor, gentle satire, and poignant melancholy. 


Brod, Max. Reubeni, the Prince of the Jews. ‘Translated 


from the German by Hannah Waller. New York. Knopf. 
1928. 
An historical novel of the 16th century woven about the Jew, Reubeni, 
a mysterious character who claimed to be the Messiah, but later ended his 
days in prison. 


Burstein, Abraham. ‘The Ghetto Messenger. New York. 
Bloch. 1928. 


Sixty short stories centered around the whimsical, humorous little 
human figure of ‘Abie,” the messenger. 


Cahan, Abraham. Rise of David Levinsky. New York. Har- 
per. 1917. 


A Russian Jew comes to America in 1885 at the age of 20 and here 
tells his own story. His conservative background and training in a Tal- 
mudic seminary in the Old World give way and in America he turns into 
money-getter, pediar, clothing-factory operator and finally manufacturer. 


Clark, Barrett H. and Mixim Lieber. Great short stories 
of the world. New York. McBride. 1926. 


A valuable collection of short stories. The book contains one hundred 
and seventy-seven stories from thirty-five literatures, many of them trans- 
lated for the first time into English. Each group of stories is prefaced 
by an introduction and a brief biographical sketch of the author. A book 
for varied tastes. Contains a chapter on Yiddish literature plus six stories 
translated from the most popular Yiddish writers. 
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Cohen, Hyman. The Tents of Jacob. New York. McBride. 
1926. 

‘This, in the presentation of religious details, compares with Tharaud’s 
“Shadow of the Cross,” but ever so. much more sympathetically rendered. 
Dr. Cohen has here vividly. delineated the orthodox Jewish life in a Russian 
village, and endowed the book with a deep racial consciousness. 


Disraeli, Benjamin. Tancred; or, The New Crusade. New

A fantastic story in. Disraeli’s most theatrical style, relating how the 
heir to a dukedom, after sundry adventures in high society, goes in- quest 
of light to the Holy Land, where in a trance it is revealed to him that the 
regeneration. of Christendom must come from a new Anglican Christianity 
refined by Judaism. 


Eyles, Margaret Leonora. Shepherd of Israel. New York.

The story of Moses in’ the: form of fiction. 


Ferber, Edna. Fanny Herself. New York. Grosset & Dun- 
lap.

The story of Fanny Brandeis, a Jewish girl of energy and spirit, who 


is caught by the glamor of big business, and who works out her destiny 
along original lines.

An exquisite book permeated with a poignant and spiritual beauty. 
An idealistic autobiography of the soul of a young Jewish boy living in 
Notre Dame de Paris.

The story of a sensitive girl with quickened thoughts and impulses 
seeking expression and understanding. It is a simple tale of orthodox 
Jewish life in a small Russian village where the Youth Movement threat- 
ens to penetrate. |

A good collection of detective tales, clear, finished, gripping bits of 
unravelled mysteries. Mr. Gollomb has given us here some amazingly 
interesting insights into the professional workings of the sleuths of the 
Continent. ‘Master man hunters” are the blood hounds of the criminals, 
who with relentless persistency dog their victims with a superhuman thor- 
oughness to a finish. 

Gordon, Samuel. God’s Remnants. New York. Dutton.

Fourteen short stories of the life and traditions of Israel among the 


nations. Powerful, absorbing, and stark realistic presentations of Jewish 
life and character.

A study of the Jews in East and West London, telling of the useful 
lives of two youths, who do excellent work for the less fortunate of their 
people. An optimistic book, which does not shirk realities.

An exotic novel. Egyptian atmosphere, manners, and customs of the 
days of the Pharoahs are here portrayed in a most dramatic fashion. The 
love scene between Merapi, the Jewish maid and Seti, the Crown Prince 
of Egypt, is an exquisite bit of romantic writing. 


Hichens, Robert. The Unearthly. New York. Cosmopolitan. 
1926. 

Novel with shifting scenes between London and the Continent. Peter 
Kharkoff, “The Unearthly,” is a mysterious Jew endowed with Christ-like 
qualities who dominates the story. He influences all the characters to a 
higher spiritual plane and valuation of life, through his strange virtues.

A laugh on life and a tear behind. Collection of eight short stories 
the first of which presents the blending of Jewish love and loyalty, patheti- 
cally described. Human and appealing. 

Jabotinsky, Vladimir. (Atalena, pseud.) Judge and Fool. 
Translated from the German by Cyrus Brooks. New 
York. Liveright. 1930. 


A colorful picture against a convincing background of a brutal dissolute 
age when life was cheap and passions unencumbered. Samson’s dual 
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character of Judge in Dan, and Fool in Philistia does not add to the 
wholesomeness of the narrative, but does present a vivid impression of a 
heroic figure not untouched by pathos. 


Kelly, Myra. Little Citizens. New York. McClure. 1904. 


— Little Aliens. New York. Scribner. 1910. 

In these stories a teacher in a New York East Side school portrays the 
home life of the children of the Ghetto, and recounts with sympathy, 
humor and pathos, her experiences with them. 


Komroff, Manuel. Coronet. New York. Coward-McCann. 
1930. : 


A magnificent romantic pageant. Contrasts vividly the iife of man in 
Europe during four centuries and gives one of the finest descriptions of 
Napoleon’s retreat from Moscow to be found anywhere. 


Lacretelle, Jacques De. Silbermann. Boni. 1924. 

Silbermann is a Jewish youth of high aspirations and keen intellect, 
who from the moment of his entrance into the school is subject to the 
persecutions of his schoolmates. It is a poignant bit of psychology, 
amazingly well handled. 


Lauferty, Lillian. The Street of Chains. New York. Har- 
per. 1929. 
The story deals with the problems of a Jewish family in America, 
which has obviously gone to seed through much intermarriage, and lost 
its racial consciousness and spiritual heritage. 


Lehman, Marcus. Akiba. ‘Translated by Aaron Schaffer. 


‘ New York. Jewish Forum. 
A fascinating romance of the famous rabbi. A Jewish classic. Akiba 
is an embodiment of all that we mean when we dream of Jews at the 
height of Judaism. 


Levinger, Elma E. The Tower of David. New York. Bloch. 
1924. 
- A volume of twenty stories with a purpose, treating of phases of 
Jewish life, mostly modern. Some are full of pathos, some satiric, some 
H broadly humorous, some built around the holidays. 


Lewisohn, Ludwig. The Island within. New York. Harper.

’  Ably written in Lewisohn’s clear, decisive style. Aside from the pro- 
re vocative subject of intermarriage which the story introduces, the book is a 
Jewish saga of racial history, philosophy and manners. A slow moving, 
but nevertheless convincing tale — aiming to prove that the seed of Israel 
may be indefinitely submerged, or temporarily lost, but it can never be 
wholly effaced or destroyed. 


— Last Days of Shylock. New York. Harper. 1931. 
Using Shylock as he steps forth from the trial scene in the Court of 
Venice, Lewisohn recreates those turbulent times in a vivid narrative, 
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from there tying it up with Jewish history. Shylock becomes a medium 
involved in Jewish politics dominated by religious zeal and patriotism. The 
book is a piece of pure literature in narrative form, daring in its originality. . 


Meyrinck,' Gustav. The Golem. ‘Translated from the Ger- 

man by Madge. Pemberton. Boston. Houghton. 1928. 

A weird, retelling of the old legend of the Golem of Prague, Franken- 
stein type of monster, of psychological interest. , 


Maillin, Sarah Gertrude. The Coming of the Lord. New York. 
Liveright. 1928. 


A story of South African life in which men from four races struggle 
for spiritual values amidst fiery passions and tragic settings. 


Nathan, Robert. The Woodcutter’s House. Indianapolis. 
Bobbs-Merrill. 1927. 


A charming fantasy. 


Nemirovsky, Irene. David Golder. New York. Liveright. 
1930. 


Not the story of a man. He is rather the prototype of the ambitious 
Jewish men who spend themselves in the pursuit of business and wealth, 
and-spoil the females of their households. A swift moving pathetic tale of 
a man who is dead while he is alive, because he fails to estimate life’s values 
until tragedy overtakes him. 


Oursler, Fulton. The World’s Delight. New York. Har- 
per. 1929. 

A. powerful, and romantic biography in the form of fiction of Adah 
Isaacs Menken; first a circus queen; second a staunch and faithful. con- 
vert to Judaism; third the wife of a prizefiighter. After a checkered 
career and a stormy life she died in Paris and was buried in a Jewish 
cemetery by Baron Rothschild’s money. 


Parker, Gilbert. ‘The Promised Land. New York. Stokes. 
1929. 

A novel of King David and his times, a forceful contrast to the 
cynical and destructive pictures of Elmer Davis’s “Giant-killer.’ The 
story, a bit sentimental in parts, is, nevertheless, a reverent and sympa- 
thetic portrayal of the hero. 


Peretz, I. L. Bontshe the Silent. Translated from the Yiddish 
by A. S. Rappoport. Philadelphia. McKay. 


A gem from Yiddish literature, and twenty-four other short stories 
of Jewish life. 
Pieshkovy, Aleksici. (Maxim Gorki, pseud.) Bystander. New 
York. Cape. 1930. 
The book gives a picture of Russian life, strange and incomprehensible 


to readers who are unfamiliar with social inequalities and historic back- 
grounds. A lengthy volume teeming with life of both the masses and classes. 
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Poliakoff, Salomon. The Rejected Messiah. New York. 
Boni. 1928. 


A biographical novel of the medieval figure, Sabbatai Zevi, otherwise 
known in history as the Turkish Messiah. A passionate treatment, highly 
emotional, foreign in setting, it is nevertheless interesting to the modern 
reader. 


Reznikoff, Charles. By the Waters of Manhattan. New 
York. Boni. 1930. 


An outline, narrative, simple, undramatic, of two years in the life of 
an entire family of Russian Jews who struggle against poverty and op- 
pression abroad, and of the life of the grandson in ‘the East Side of New 
York. 


Sachs, A. S. Worlds that Passed. Philadelphia. Jewish Pub- 


lication Society. 1928. 
Faithful records of simple lives and vanishing Jewish customs and 
manners, which will be doubly appreciated by orthodox readers. 


Sachs, Emanie N. Red Damask. New York. Harper. 1927. 

A detailed dramatic story of German Jews, their life and traditions 
in modern New York. The heroine, Abby Hahl, brought up on a clannish 
moralistic code, tries desperately to do the right thing in a chaotic world. 


Saphire, Saul. The Caliph of Cordova.. New York. Bloch. 
1929. 

An historical novel of love and adventure with a particularly Jewish 
flavor. Not a strong story, but a pleasant, picturesque one of the days of 
the Golden Age in Spain, and the Jews’ contribution to the history, politi- 
cal and economic, of that day. 


Sassoon, Siegfried L. Memoirs of an Infantry Officer. New 
York. Coward-McCann. 1930. 


The story treats of the experiences of a young English officer at the 
front. A gentlemen’s book told in terms of clean thinking. English 
sportsmanship, permeated with pictures of Nature. 

— Memoirs of a Fox Hunting Man. Coward-McCann. 1929. 

A book of charm. Simple and honest, with much literary value and 
appeal. 

Schnitzler, Arthur. Professor Bernhardi. New York. Simon. 
1928. 

A typical Schnitzler story, featuring psychology and medical ethics. 
Dr. Bernhardi is a Jewish doctor endowed with tremendous spiritual 
qualities, who is made to suffer, but who in the end completely routs his 
enemies. 


Stern, Gladys Bronwyn. (Mrs. Geoffrey Lisle Holdsworth). 
The Matriarch. Knopf. 1925. 


This story of the Rakonitz family is in part a true family chronicle. 
Interesting in its presentation of a type of family life of which the Twen- 
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tieth Century knows little. Its characters are real, and the subject matter 
novel.

This book brings the story of “The Matriarch” up to date. In report- 
ing the frailities of human nature, the book is permeated with a delicious 
sense of humor. 

Straus, Robert Lee. The American Remnant. New York.

Simply but con- 
vincingly written. 
Strachey, Marjorie. David, Son of Jesse. New York. Cen- 
tury. 
David as man and king is the hero of the novel. 


Sue, Eugene. The Wandering Jew. 2 volumes. New York. 


Burt. 

A romance based upon the old legend of the “Wandering Jew,” where 
Christ said to the man, “I go, but thou shalt tarry till I come.” In conse- 
quence the man became undying, and the legend has been an attractive 
one in literature. Sue has written this story, so that it is realistic and 
sensational, and powerful in its command of terror. 


Tharaud, Jean, and Jerome Tharaud. The Shadow of the 
Cross. New York. Knopf. 1924. 


A slender thread of narrative holds together this description of the life 
of a Jewish community in a little Carpathian village, whose inhabitants 
live according to the strictest Hebrew law and omit no detail of ritual or 
observance. 


Thiess, Frank. Farewell to Paradise. New York. Knopf. 
1930. 


A charming, wholesome, bit of writing. Unlike most continental novels 
it treats cleanly yet frankly of the adolescent sex problems of a young Ger- 
man boy on a summer’s vacation in the country. 


Tobenkin, Elias. God of Might. New York. Minton. 1925. 


“God of Might” is the story of Samuel Waterman, a product of a 
Russian ghetto, who comes to America to escape the ‘religious persecution 
which is his heritage, and whose chief desire in life is to become a good 
American citizen. 


Untermeyer, Louis. Moses. New York. Harcourt. 1928. 
A very daring treatment of the Prophet Moses, as a prince and a 

politician, struggling against his Egyptian background. A Moses very 

different from the spiritual Moses of the Exodus story. 

Wallace, Lewis. The Prince of India; or Why Constantinople 


Fell. New York. Harper. 1893. 


The hero takes the character of the Wandering Jew. The tale gives a 
vivid picture of the Byzantine Empire in the Fifteenth Century. 
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Wasserman, Jacob. Casper Hauser. New York. Liveright. 
1928. 
Readers will find here Wasserman’s passion for sympathetic drama and 
the pursuit of the spiritual very absorbing reading. 
Werfel, Franz. Class Reunion. New York. Simon. 1929. 
Translated from the German, this little book is one of the finest and 
most compact pieces of writing that has appeared in translation from Con- 
tinental writers. 


Winslow, Thyra Samter. Picture Frames. New York. Knopf. 
1923. 


A fine collection of modern short stories. The story of an immigrant 
Jewish family which passes through the entire cycle from abject poverty 
to great wealth with the change in their name: Rosenheimer, Rosenheim, 
Rosen, Rose and finally Ross, is a gem.

Fascinating pictures of past life in an Austrian Ghetto. Vivid, realis- 
tic, and unforgettable.
